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THE FEDERAL UNION— THE ABOLI- 
TION FALSEHOOD WHICH AM- 
MATES AND CEMENTS THE* *PAUrV 
OF ANARCHY. 

NUMBER IV — PART I „ 

Let us now review the doctrines of thtfte 
Jacobinical agitators, who, having by the aid 
of other uncompromising sectionalists pluti|i 
our country into the bloody maelstrom of ci 
war, seem desperately resolved that wo shall 
not escape with anything less than total na< 
tional ruin. The first proposition to be 
viewed is — •' 

“That negro slavery is a sin or crinjp of t^e 
deepest dye, condemned by John Wesley as 
the ‘turn of all the villanias,' — cond.'yncd by 
religion, and ranking with robbery and piracy- 
in guilt." 

We should perhaps apologise for any, how- 
ever brief, discussion of this question. As a 
national political question wo have nothing to 
do with the moral merits of slavery. .The in- 
stitutions of our country wero established by 
our forefathers when great men and true pa- 
triots controlled the nation. State Constitutions 
fixed the condition of tho^negro, and the Fed- 
eral Constitution confirmed their adjustment 
by guaranteeing to the separate States the ex- 
clusive control of their domestic affairs, and 
basing tho provisions of tbo Federal Constitu- 
tion upon the pre-existing Constitutions of the 
States, recognizing certain persons as being 
free and others as not free. The condition of 
the white and black races being thus deter 
mined by the State and Federal Constitutions — 
the former being a compact arnoDg tho people 
of each State, and tho latter a compact between 
the people of the different States — the people of 
each State were firmly bound and pledged by- 
official oaths, annually renewed, by a portion 
of their citizens from that time to tho present, 
to obey and support the established order and 
vested rights under those Constitutions. 

When a citizen or officer of a non- slavehold- 
ing State broaches this subject for discussion, it 
is a sufficient reply, to ask him whether he has 
any constitutional right to meddle with the 
subject, and whether he advocates that viola- 
tion of constitutions which requires wholesale 
perjury, to enable the people of one section of 
the country to meddle with the local institu- 
tions of other sections. 

We discuss this question now, merely because 
the proposition just quoted is the very back- 
bone of the party of anarchy, without the sup- 
port of which it would be unable to hold up its 
bead, and would be powerless for evil. We 
would break the backbone first, that the body 
may lie still, while wo are leisnrely cutting it 
to pieces. 

Tho subject is too extensive for aught but the 
briefest notice. It is not Decessary that we 
shonld prove the absolute rcctitnde or faultless 
propriety of slavery as an institution. We 
have to tolerate and defend very imperfect in- 
stitutions, not becauso they are satisfactory, 
but bccauso they are the best we can obtain. 
Our republican government continually puts 
ns to blush before the civilized world by its 
corruptions, follies, and violations of repub- 
lican principles. Still we have to maintain 
and defend it. The religion of our various 
churches, if they aro allowed to testify against 
each other or to confess for themselves, is very 
far from being satisfactory. Yet wo uphold 
churches as the bulwarks of social order. If 
abolitionists are to be received as authority, 
most of our churches aro festering masses or 
moral pollution, and the Bible itself is far 
more unsound and imperfect as a standard of 
morals than W. L. Garrison, Wendell Phil- 
lips, or any others of the band who have 
been for years yolling against tho Constitution, 
the Union, and the church, and striving for 
their overthrow. Man is imperfect but pro- 
gressive-society is imperfect but improving. 
God tolerates imperfection as the basis of ev- 
erlasting prog rest; and none but a lunatic or 
an abolitionist would require social institu- 
tions to be faultless anywhere this side of the 
millenium. 

It is merely necessary when slavoholding 
and anti-slavery parties come into conflict, 
and the latter claim certain rights or superior- 
ity on the ground that they are vary just and 
pious people, but that their opponents are 
most wicked criminals, to show that this su- 
periority is not evident to an impartial specta- 
tor, and that the so-called criminals have so 
fair and plausible a justification to advance as 
to make it difficult to decide which of the two 
iB nearer right, and whether the defendants 
might not recover very heavy damages in a 
suit for slander against their very pure and 
righteous assailants. 

The assertion that John Wesley called 
slavery the “sa m of all the viltantes" was 
launched forth from the United States Senate 
chamber by that prince of all wholesale slan- 
derers, the sanctimonious Charles Snmner, 
who is never scrupulous in believing or re- 
peating a falsehood if it be well-seasoned 
with sectional malignity. Wesley never enter- 
lamed such a sentiment or applied any such 
language to African slavery; on the contrary, 
he looked upon it with kind and Christian 
feelings, and formed intimate friendships 
with men who weie slaveholders, llis denun- 
ciatory language applied to the African slave- 
trade as practised in his day, and there are 
few slaveholders in the United States who 
would not jqin with him in his denunciations 
of its barbarity. Whitfield, the other great 
light of the Methodist church, regarded negro 
slavery about as It is regarded by Southern 
slaveholders at the present time, viz : as a 
fbrtnnate opportunity of procuring labor 
where it is urgently needed in climates uncon- 
genial to tho white man — not sinful, but sanc- 
tioned by apostolic teaching and adapted to 
promoting greatly the welfare and religious 
salvation of the Ethiopian race. 

“ It is plain to a demonstration,” says Mr. 
Whitfield, in a letter published in his works, 
“ that hot countries cannot be cultivated with- 
out negroes. What a flourishing country 
Georgia might have been had the nse of them 
been permitted years ago? How many white 
people have been destroyed for want of them? 
and how many thousands of pounds spent to 
no purpose at all? Had Mr. Henry been in 
America, I believe he would have seen the 
lawfulness and necessity of having negroes 
there.” 

Wesley and Whitfield did not consider sla- 
very the sum of all the villanies, but it is clear 
that if those devoted and pious men could have 
seen sach a document as the scurrilous speech 
of Mr. Sumner upon the barbarism of slavery, 
they would have considered it, as we have had 
occasion to prove it, the sum of all the calum. 
nies that ever wero uttered against worthy and 
religious communities by a vindictive slanderer. 
That the maintenance of negro slavery is 

not a crime, is shown by the fact th.it it docs 

* 

not generally shock the moral sense of good, 
piotu, enlightened, and philanthropic men, 
bnt, on the contrary, often receives their ap- 
probation. The zeal with which men oppose 
slavery it not pro/iorlioned to their general 
moral excellence, but rather to their uneasy 
propensity to regulate the morals of their 
neighbors, to dictate, and to scold. 

Slavery was never condemned by Christ and 
tho Apostles; on the contrary it is distinctly re- 
cognized in many places in the Bible, and the 
duties of slaves to their masters enforced, 
while masters are nowhere enjoined to free 
their slaves. 

Bt&h thy bondmen and bondmaids which thou 
yiaJt bays, tb.i!] b» of tbs heathen that are 



around about you; of them shall you buy bond- 
men an I bondmaid t, moreover of the children of 
the etrangeri that sojourn among yon, of them 
shall ye buv; and they shall be your possession; 
and ye shall take them as an inheritance for your 
children after you, to inherit them for a posses- 
sion; they shall be your bondmen forever." Lev., 
xxrch, vs. 41, 45, 46. 

“Slaves (douloi) obey in all things your mas- 
ter! according to the tlish; not with oye service, 
as men pleasure, bnt in singleness of heart, f-iar- 
Coil , iii , 2'?; Epb , vl., 5; 1 Cor ,

“Staves ( douloi ) hs ob'diont to your mastora, 
according to the flesh, with fear and trembling,

_.Other texts also recogniz! slavery and pre- 
scribe its regulations. Biblical opponents of 
bleary have nothing to stand on but their 
mere assertion that the general spirit of the 
New Testament, as construed by them, is con- 
trary to the plain and positive languago of 
many portions of the Bible. They fall back 
upon the doetrino of loving our neighbors as 
ourselves, and say that this law is incompati- 
ble with slavery. If so, then St. Paul did not 
understand Christianity, and Christ himself 
did not explain it. If this can bo incompati- 
ble with slavery, it is still more Incompatible 
with war and with military self-defenco, and 
almost the entire Christian world has been 
unanimously mistaken. If we err in such 
company, wo are certainly not to be pro- 
nounced barb irians or criminals for opinions 
so well sustained by glorious and sacred au- 
thorities. They who claim to represent in 
their own persons millennial holiness and 
lamb- like meekness, who indulge in neither 
violence nor anger nor turbulent invective, 
might with some consistency object to slavery 
and war as belonging to a system of force, but 
such arguments do not sound well in the 
mouths of abolitionists, whoso whole policy 
has been turbulent, Incendiary, and Insurrec- 
tionary, and whose greatest hero was a cold, 
remorseless homicide. 

St. Paul commands slaves to honor and 
obey their masters with fidelity. Washington 
enforces cbsdionco among his slaves; and now 
a class of men who compare with Washington 
and St. Paulas the followers of Catiline com- 
pared with Cincinnatus, or as the followers of 
Marat and Robespierre compared with Lafay- 
ette, assure us that the morals of our honored 
fathers were all wrong; that-lhey (the abolition- 
ists) are the only men of exalted virtue, and one 
of them, in Fanueil Hal), to show his vast 
moral superiority, exclaims: “That scoundrel, 
George Washington!” 

There is a cool and saucy assumption of 
moral superiority by abolitionists which is 
positively sublime in its pharisaic impudence. 
They are scarcely willing to admit that the 
propriety of slavery is even a debatable ques- 
tion. They assume that they are right, and 
that all who oppose them are knowingly and 
dishonestly sustaining the wrong. They lay 
aside argument, and say that the case requires 
nothing bnt stern denunciation of the slave- 
holding crime. But the English language 
docs not afford them adequate terms with 
which to express their abhorrenco. To call a 
slaveholder a robber, a pirate, a thief, or an 
assassin is not sufficient, because slaveholding 
is worse than all these crimes combined, and 
the word slaveholder ought to be a far fouler 
and more infamous term ; but unfortunately 
the word has become so respectable that they 
cannot denounce the slaveholder without using 
language which fails to crash with the requisite 
power. If wo grant that slaveholding is in 
the abstract wrong, as tried by the consciences 
of wise and holy men, it does not follow that 
we can hold or treat men as guilty who are 
unconscious of their guilt, and who aro sus- 
tained by high authority and example. 

But we do not ooncede that slaveholding is 
essentially or necessarily wrong, or that prop- 
erty in man is an absurdity. The right to 
freedom is not an innate attribute of life. It 
belongs only to those free agents by whom it 
can or will be rightly exercised. Tho tiger 
and the wolf are not entitled even to lifs. The 
laboring horse and ox are entitled to life but 
not liberty. They are required to use their 
industrial energies for tho welfare of society. 
Nor does mere humanity constitute a right to 
life and liberty. All human beings are clas- 
sified by society according to their capacities, 
and allowed just so much of liberty as is com- 
patible with the general welfare. Thus it al- 
ways has been and ever will be while civilized 
society shall stand. The wisest men whom we 
can find aro made rulers over all. The worst 
are deprived of liberty and life. Those who 
are greatly but not totally depraved are sim- 
ply deprived of liberty. Tnose who aro in- 
competent to transact their own business are 
placed under guardianship, even though they 
may have previously been among the leaders 
of society. 

No man is born free. All are born in 
feebleness, iguoranc*, dependence, and sla- 
very. They owe their lives from day to 
day to loving care and kindness. They do not 
own themselves. They are owned by their 
parents, and the ownership is protected by law. 
By ancient laws parents were even permitted 
to take back or destroy the life they had given, 
and were not restrained in their jnst power over 
their offspring even by the regulations of hu- 
manity. Modern society recognizes the abso- 
lute mastery and ownership of the parent over 
offspring, but requires the parental master to 
be humane and benevolent.

<iTU«n. McClellan telegraphi to Secretary Stan- 
ton that his first despatch regardiog the battle on 
the Ch ckahominy was incorrectly transmitted. 
Tbo despatch was printed that the enemy attack- 
ed onr right. They attacked our left wing. 
General McClellan's corrected despatch is, that the 
enemy “attacked cur troops on the right bank of 
the river." He also says (corrected version) that 
General Casey’s division “gave way unaccount- 
ably and discreditably." The most important er- 
rer in the despatch was the omission of the name 
of General Sumner: McClellan’s despatch was 
printed in some places, “At tho same time, I suc- 
ceeded, by great exertions, in bringing across 
Sedgwick’s and Richardson's divisions,” and in 
olhers it was printed, “roe succeeded,” &c. Gen. 
McClellan wrote, “Gen. Snmner succeeded. ' 

Destruction of Federal Properti.— The 
United States fort situated about two and a half 
miles from Newport, Ky., was materially ir.j rred 
on Thursday night last, and the guns, two 24- 
pounders, spiked with large nails firmly driven 
into the touch-holes. The most bitter feelings 
are cherished by the rebel eympathizers in that 
neighborhood towards the Federal Government. 
On Saturday night the two guns at Fort Sbaler, 
32-ponnders, wero also spiked, and the temporary 
barracks, together with all the wood work sur- 
rounding the fort, destroyed by fire. Fort Shaler 
is situated immediately back of the Newport 
Cemetery, and was the most important of the 
fortifications.

On Lake Cham- 
plain the smoke from the fire is so dense that the 
steamboats are compelled to ring their bolls 
constantly, ard to run at a very slow rate of 
rpaed.

A Trout Factor v in Connecticut. — Messrs. 
Dunham, Kellogg, & lvos, cf Hartford, have a 
large trout factory in operation in Glastonbury, 
where trout are hatched by artificial means. The 
number now in the pond is between 40,000 and 
60,000, and rapidly increasing. When the stock 
reaches the number of bull a million, they oat i 
mate a yield cf 50,000 pound! per annum. At 
they will bring in market from 25 to 50 cents per 
pound,- this amount will afford a very pleasant 
net income. The fishes aro fed regularly and have 
amen iu constant attendance. Their food on- 
sists of small fishes and shad spawn in season. 
Millions cf enckers are raised to feed the hungry 
bsauties of tbe pood.

As the a:uiv is now rest- 
ing for the night in bivouac, fio n a long and op- 
pressively warm and sultry march, I desire that 
other parts of this conversation may also have a 
historic record.

Qieslicn — “What, hopes did your people enter- 
tain that induced them to hazard such a daring 
and high-banded rebellion?" 

Answer . — “Wo mppostd i hit the conservative 
pariies of tbe North, both Whig and Democratic, 
would sustain us. We were induced to believe 
this from tbo speeches and votes of your promi- 
nent Northern conservative statesmen. (Ihe 
speech of Ex- President Fillmore, delivered at Al- 
bany, was referred to, as an example, and parts 
of it carefully and accurately quoted). (Th - 
writer here remarked, “that perhaps tbs South 
would have tison supported by a small party at 
the North if tbe attack had not bsen mads upon 
Fort Sumpter, and if the South had not struck 
the first blow.” To which remark it was re- 
plied: “We had to strike the first blow to com- 
mence the revolu'ion”). 

(j — “What military errors i> you think yonr 
generals have committed in conducting thi3 wai?" 

A. — “First : Tbe past policy of our leaders h»s 
been to hold all of our seaport and river towns 
however small or of little importance. For this 
purpose our army has been too li tie concentrated 
Second'y : Instead of p'acing our army on the 
southern boundary of Kentacky, we should hive 
at once marched it to the northern. We should 
at tho outset have held by force every slave 
State. We established our line of battle too far 
south by several degree! of latitude. We counted 
too much on the conservative spirit of the North, 
too much on tho commercial importance of c jtton, 
and too much on foreign assistance. But against 
all of these errors ws yet expect to achieve our 
independence.” 

MILITARY HEBOORI BS OF IUE tiOCIU. 

<1 — "What was the condition of the South as 
to arms and ammunition at the commencement of 
the wai?” 

A — “Nearly all of our arms fell into our hands 
by tho seizure of the United States forts and arse- 
nals as well as our ammunition. We had some 
arms and imported some. But we were nearly 
destitute of percussion caps. For the first two 
months after the commencement of tbe war the 
State of Virginia had not throe millions of percus- 
sion caps all told. For the first few wetke the 
largest part of our perensrion caps came from 
Baltimore, and were brought within onr lines by 
ladies who concealed them in their skirts and 
underclothing. Bur, as the war has progressed, 
necessity has compelled U! to mar.ufectorei ur own 
arms and ammunition. We have now large man- 
ufactories for the purpose of making small arms, 
powder, halls, and caps, and of casting artillery, 
in a great part cf the larger citiss at the South.” 
general m’clellan. 

Q — “What do your officers think cf the mili- 
tary ability of General McClellan?” 

A . — “It is universally conceded by our officers 
that he has no equal in either army. They have 
long and well known bis mili'ary ability. They 
knew it when be was in the old United States 
army with them, and they fear him more to-day 
than all your other generals. Ho has from th« 
commencement done just what wehoptd he would 
not do, and avoided to do j nst what we desired 
him to do. One cf our mist encouraging hopes 
was, at one time, the probability that be would 
bo superseded. Our former United Slates officers 
in the old regular service consider General Scott 
to bo the greatest military genius of the age, bat 
that bis great age would have preventei him from 
successfully carrying on the war. They wore 
many of them nmler Ganeral Scott in tho Mexi- 
can war, and they gmi'ly admire his military 
ability, but they'cousider Gen. Medellin quite 
equal to General Scott in his best days. We 
would willingly have any two of our boot generals 
retire from the field if you can induce your poli- 
ticians to lay Gsneral McClellan on the shelf ”

greatest military ability?” 

A . — “ Generals Johnston and Beauregard. 
Johnston excels in strategy; Beauregard in tactics.

LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES, 
Passed at the Second Session of the Thirty seventh 
Congress. 

| Public — No. 82 ] 

AN ACT to authorize the President of the Uni- 
ted States to appoint diplomatic representatives 
to tbe Republics of Hayti and Liberia, respec- 
tively. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre - 
tentative t of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled. That the President of the 
United Slates be and he hereby ia authorized, by 
and with the advice and consont of the Senate, to 
appoint diplomatic representatives of the United 
States to tbe Republics of Hayti and Liberia, re- 
-pec'ivelv\ Each of said representatives so ap- 
pointed shall be accredited as commissioner and 
consul general, and shall receive tho compensa- 
ion of commiesiocers acccrding to tbe ac of Con- 
gress approved August eighteen, eighteen hun- 
dred and fifty-six: Provided, That the annual

AN ORDINANCE 

Establishing and reguU'ing »he Police Depart- 
ment cf the city of Louisville. 

Sec. 1. Be it orduintd by the Gtneral Council of 
the City of Louisville , That tbe Police Depart- 
ment of said city shill consist of a Chief or Po- 
lice, a Clerk of Pi lice (who shall also be cleik to 
the Mayor), tifteeu day p dicetnen, thirty-three 
night p>licem«p. and twelve supernumerary po- 
licemen. 

Sec. 2. The G*nerel Council shall in the month 
of June, 1862, and in the month of March every 
ye»r thereafter elect the dry and night watchmen 
und supernumeraries provided for in the 1st sec ion 
of this ordinance, ard the policemen thus elected 
shall enter upon the di-oharge of the duties cf 
their offices within five days from the date of their 
election, but, before so doing, shall execute a boed 
to the city in the penally of $2,000 with approved 
security, conditioned for the faitbM performance 
of their duties. 

Sec. 3. The Mayor shall, in the month if June, 
1862, and in the tame month ovury year thereaf- 
ter, nominate, and by and with the consent of 'he 
General Council appoint a Chief and Clerk of 
Police, who shall^n 1 i rffic-j for cnt» year from the 
date of their appointment nnd u itil their succes- 
sors are sppnin^d and qua] tied, and shall receive 
such coropen6atiou as tbo General Council may by 
ordinance provide. 

Sec. 4. the Chief of Pi Ice shall district the 
city in such numbers of Pol es Districts as may 
be required and report the same to the Gonoral 
Council for approval, and ho sh-iU assign for duty 
in each district such number of Policoinon as be 
may think the servica requires 

S;c 6 The Chief of Pvdice ‘hill have power to 
ippoint from tbe regnlar pc licemen one to serve 
in tho Eastern and one in tho Western District of 
the city, a» Lieutenants of Tolhe. 

Shj. 6. Vacarcles in the office of nolicemen 
shall be tilled by appointment of the Mayor sub f 
j-.ct to the approval of the General C( u'jcil. 

Sec. 7. The regular policemen shall receive for 
their services, whilst on du*y, such compensation 
as the General Council may by ordinance provide, 
and supernumeraries thall receive the .-ame com- 
pensation, whilst on duty, as Is allowed to regular 
policemen, but neither shall receive any compen- 
sation when not on duty. 

Sec. 8 . The Cl irk of Police shall report month 
ly to the Audi»or, to be laid by him bsfore the 
General Courcil for approval, the sums due the 
previous month for police service, incluiing the 
salaries of policemen ar d supernumeraries, acd he 
shell perform tuch other sorvice &3 the Mayor 
may requiro. 

Sec. y The Chief and Clark of Police appointed 
and policemen elocted under this ordinance shall, 
bofpre entoring up n tho discharge of their duties, 
take the oath prescribed for other city officers, 
and shall also tako an oath to support tho Consti- 
tution and Government of the United States, and 
be trne and loyal citiz ms of tbe same 

Soc. 10 The Miyor shall have piwer, for 
causes isfactory to him, to remove from i ffice 
tbe Chiof or Clerk of Police, or any cf ibe poiics- 
meu of this ci'.y, and on such removal it shall he 
tho duty of the Mayor to make known to the 
General Council the facts of such removal by 
him. 

S c. 11. No regulir policeman ehsll absent 
himself from du'y without first notifying the 
Mayor, or, iu his ab?enco, the Chi’ f of Police, 
who shall appoint one of the supernumeraries to 
supply his place in bis absenco, »nd said regular 
policeman shall receive no compensation during 
nis absence, and eupercumerarias shall only be 
placed on duty during the absence or inability of 
the regular policemen to perform duty, but said 
supernumorarios shall have authority to make 
arrest when off' of duty: Provided, however, that 

tho Chief of Police may place upon duty any or 
all of the supernumerary watchmen in cases of 
public necessity, and report their names, services, 
and the existing exigencies to the General Coun- 
cil at their regular meetings. 

Sec. 12. The policemen provided for in tho first 
section of this ordinance shall be elected cn joint 
ballot bv the Genoral Council as follows, viz: One 
day ancf two night watchmen for each ward, and 
one day watchman fjr Portland, and four day 
watchmen for the city at large, two night watch- 
men for Portland, one for Snippingport, one for 
California, two for Smoketown, and one for the 
point, and six for the ci'v at large, and twelve 
supernumeraries f ?r the city at large. 

Sec. 13. All ordinances in conflict herewith are 
hereby repsaled.

Contraband Trade. — Wo are informed 
that a trade in powdor, more or loss extensive, 

IB now carried on between Cincinnati and the 
rebel dominion. The powder thus disposed 
of, as we are told, is in general represented as 
blasting powder, and is forwarded ostensibly 
to Lexington or other points in Kentucky with 
which Cincinnati now enjoys unrestricted trade. 
This, if true, is obviously a matter of grave 
importance, and should receive the prompt at- 
tention of the proper authorities. We have 
every reason to believe that it is true. 

There arc, as we understand, several ways 
of putting a stop to this unlawful and injurious 
traffic. One way is for the United States au- 
thorities at Cincinnati to redouble their vigi- 
lance in tho matter. Another is for the United 
States authorities at Lexington and the other 
points in Kentucky with which Cincinnati en- 
joys unrestricted commerce to do the same 
thing. Still another is for the Surveyor of the 
Port at Cincinnati to restore as concerns the 
trade with Lexington and the other points im- 
plicated the restrictions lately withdrawn. 
This action is understood to bo fairly within 
the discretionary powor of tho Surveyor, and, 
if neither ef the other modes proves to be ef- 
fectual, it may become necessary to fall back 
upon this. 

The contraband trade in powder must bo 
stopped at all events. It of course should he 
stopped with the least possible interruption or 
disturbance to lawful trade. What is the best 
mode of accomplishing this end is a question 
that we commend to the immediate considera- 
tion of tho Government authorities both civil 
and military. 

O-It has been suggested to us, touching 
our remarks on the duty of County Judges in 
the appointment of the officers of election, 
that a complication might arise under the or- 
iginal law, which, in article 3, section 1, 
directs that “each county court shall, in the 
month of June or July, in every year, appoint 
two justices of the pcaco, if so many there be, 
or one justice and one other suitable person, 
as judges, and a clerk of the election, for 
each precinct in the county." Tho law of 
1858 amending this seel ion of the original 
law, as our readers are aware, direc ts that the 
judges and clerks of election “shall be 
so selected and appointed as that one 
of tho judges at each place of voting shall bo 
of one political party, and tho other judge 
of the other or opposing political party; and 
that a like difference shall exist, at each place 
of voting, between tho sheriff and clerk of 
elections; provided, that there bo a sufficient 
number of the members of each political party 
resident in the several precincts, as aforesaid, 
to fill said offices." And the law of 1862 
amending this latter amendatory law, as our 
roadors aro al30 aware, declares that “thoso 
who have engaged in the rebellion for the 
overthrow of tho govei nment, or who have in 
any way aided, counselled, or advised the sep- 
aration of Kentucky from the Federal Union 
by force of arms, or adhered to those engaged 
in tho effort to soparate her from tho Federal 
Union by force of arms, shall not be doomed 
one of the political parties in this Common- 
wealth, within the provision of tho act to 
which this is an amendment.” These are the 
provisions of the law bearing on the subject in 
hand. 

Now, the possible complication suggested 
arises from the possibility that there may bo in 
a particular precinct two justicos of the pcaco 
who are both disloyal. In such a case, it is 
suggested, the original law requires that the 
two justices shall be appointed judges of elec- 
tion, though their appointment would violate 
tho amendatory law of 1858, which requires 
the judges of election in each precinct to be of 
contrary political parties, and likewise tho 
amendatory law of 18G3, which declares that 
the disloyal men of the Commonwealth do not 
constitute a lawful political party. This is the 
suggestion; but it is plainly invalid. Ia tho 
case suggested, the requirement of the original 
law is so clearly repugnant to the require- 
ments of the amendatory laws that tho re- 
pugnancy necessarily implios a negative, and, 
for this reason, the former yields to the latter, 
on the well-known principlo of law that "leges 
posteriores priores contraries abrogant." It 
would be tho manifest duty of the County 
Judge in such a case to act as if tho original 
requirement had never been made or as if 
there were no justices of the peace in the pre- 
cinct. Tho imagined complication vanishes 
before the first touch of sound construction. 



Look at it, Kentuckians ! — It is stated 
in a despatch we published ye6torday under 
date 6f “Halleck’s Headquarters, June 9th, 
that most of tho desertions from tho rebel 
army at and after tho evacuation of Corinth 
were from among Tennessee, Kentucky, and 
Arkansas troops, and that “all the regiments 
from these Stales passed down South closelg 
guarded on both sides by Mississippi and Ala- 
bama troops .” 

Here is a picture fjr our secessionists to look 
at. Ferchaneo it may burn itself into their 
brmu. Never were young men more ardent 
and exultant and resolute in any causa than 
thoso youth of Kentucky who went off to the 
Southern Confederacy were in the rebel causo. 
Their whole hearts and souls were in it. De- 
luded by wily, selfish, and unscrupulous con- 
spirators and demagogues, they deemed that 
they were going to fight for equal rights, 
for independence, for justice, and for 
glory. For months and months, they cheer- 
fully endured toil and hunger and sick- 
ness, whilst their brethren were constantly 
perishing around them. They have found that 
they were lied to, duped, swindled, and be- 
trayed. They have become tired and sick, 
mortally sick, of their position. Many hun- 
dreds of them, despairing ot escape by any 
other means, havo deserted from the rebel 
ranks, till at length the whole mass of tho 
Kentucky soldiers, like thoso of Tennessee and 
Arkansas,- are suspected by tho rebel com- 
manders, and aro not allowed to join in tho 
general retreat “ without being guarded on both 
sides by Mississippi and Alabama troops 

What a subject for the contemplation of Ken 
tuckians ! The gallant though misguided young 
spirits who went out from among ns, and 
who have seen most of the rebellion, soen it at 
heme in all its phases, can no longer be trusted 
by the rebel Generals to remain true in the rebel 
setvice. They can’t be trusted to march from 
point to point without guards set upon either 
hand. They aro made to march less as sol 
diers than as prisoners. They must be shut 
in at every step by Mississippi and Alabama 
troops — troops ready and instructed to shoot 
them or prick them with the bayonet at the 
first symptom of an intention to escape ! 

This, oh ye secessionists now in Kentucky, 
is the pass to which your brethren, your rela- 
tives and friends in the Southern Confederacy 
have been brought within the few brief months 
of their experience in that wretched and des- 
potic section. What think you of it? What 
encouragement dees it afford you to prompt 
others to go into the rebellion, or to go into it 
yourselves? 

(Sjr Tho Mobile Register seems to think that 
“Yankee” cuteness will be very troublesome 
to tho Confederates, and hints that those ves- 
sels which aro lucky enough to run the block- 
ade are manned by traitors to Jeff Davis. It 
says 

By the way, the shipprrs cf cotton through the 
blockade run a great many risks that they “wot 
not off." Who knows how often these venture- 
some merchants have been “sold” by the block- 
ades themselves ? It would be a trick neither 
difficult to conceive nor to exteute on the part of 
a Yankee man-of-war, to send in a crew here, 
one by one, to ship on an outward bound cotton 
vtsiel and bargain with them to deliver it out- 
side at so much the hale or cargo. 

It would be a v«ry pretty speculation all round 
Wo havo tomotimo thought tho cotton trade 
ought to be stopped. There is a monstrous in 
compatibility in the two acts of burning his cot 
ton at home by one citiz m and permitting anoth- 
er to ship it aboard on speculation. Both can 
not be right. Whoever brings 3rms and powder 
and ball to the Confederate cause should he at 
lowed p ayment in cotton. Not a bale should be 
shipped on the chance of getting war material in 
return. 

Distrust is rife among the insurgents. They 
begin to look coldly aud suspiciously upon 
their most active aiders and abetters, and they 
seem forced to believe that the Yankees run

PKhMiu.M Exhibition of Tobacco — T h > 
fifth annual Exhibition of Tobacco, held under 
the au°pices of the Kentucky S’ate Agricultural 
8cciety, comes off this inorniog at the Pickett 
warehouse, Messrs. Sprat t & Co. jr prietors. The 
°fcgr«Ka*e of premiums to be awarded will be 
about fifty per cent, larger than in any previous 
year, amounting to |sl 110 There are three pro 
miums for manufacturing lei.f, shipping leaf, cut 
ting leaf, cigar leaf, and the threo best hlida 
leaf, whxh are rated $60, $30, and $2) for the 
firs*, stcond, and third best respectively. The own- 
ers of the first, second, and third best bhds. of leaf 
receive coffee sets of silver plated ware valued at 
.$125, $60, and $30. The owners if the first, 
sibmd, and third best five bhcK leaf obtain seL> 
valu'd at $100, $60, and $30. The owner of the 
handsomest piized hhd. receives $30, and tbe 
lady in whose name is entered the best hhd. of 
leaf, without regard to classification, a coffee and 
tea set valued at $125. Another premium for 
the second best entry by a lady will bo awarded 
by the liberal ty of Mr. W. H. Crutcher, who 
donates a splendid set of gold band China, for 
tthich public spirited act he deserves great credit. 

Although it was feared at one timo that 
this exhibition would not bring forward as many 
com. e itors as inMay last year, still we think this 
year’s# display will equal, if it does not exceed, 
any former exhibition. The increase of hogs- 
heads, attracted to cur Tobacco Fairs, has been 
steady at d encouraging; in 1858 there were 81 
hogtheads; in 1859, there were 115; in 1860, there 
were 243, and in 1861, there were 266. Ilad it 
not been for tbe blockade of onr tobacco- growing 
region, we shou’d havo como up to 400 brgtlieads 
this year, but the eastern d-unand for the staple 
has been eo great since the reopening of naviga 
tion to trade that large quantities have gone for- 
ward to meet it. The bustling appearance of 
Main street in the vicinity of the warehouses, 
with the thoroughfares almost blocked by hogs- 
heads, shows the great activity of the market, 
while lines of drays, freighted for the levoe, are 
marks of tbe great export demand. 

There were fourteen premiums awardod last 
year; to day there will be twenty-four, and tho 
awards embrace three grades of excellence in- 
stead of two as heretofore. This by increasing 
tbe competition adds to the interest of tbe exhi- 
bition and distributes the encouraging awards of 
the Agricultural Society mors suthfictorily. Wo 
anticipate a very large attendance on this fifth 
annual exhibition. It is to be hoped that all 
gentlemen interested in the growth, culture, man 
ufacture, purchase, and shipment cf onr great 
staple, will registor their names aid addresses in 
a book prepared for that purpose, to bo life at the 
counting- rco ii of tho Pickett Warehouse, under 
the snporviiion of the Receptim Committee on 
Tobacco cf the Agricultural Society, Messrs. 
Philip Swigert, Gibson Mallory, Alfred AUod, 
and tho Secretary, James S. Wallace. The So- 
ciety's Ceratnittee on Tobacco tbii season c moists 
of Messrs. John P. Campbell, O.car H. Bur- 
bridge, J. J. Towle?, Alfred Allen, and Ed Kumrey, 
and the President, Col. L.J. Bradford, is ex officio 
a member of each. The registration of names is 
fnrricohrly desired by tbe i fficors of the Society, 
its they hope to co-operate with tbe Agricultural 
Department recently established by Congress fur 
tha distribution of seeds and important intelli- 
gence to planters and producers. The Judges se 
lected are requested to meet beforo 9 o ’click Ibis 
morniog at the Picket warehouse.

General S. B Buckner.— Onr telegraphic 
despatches stste that all tho officers of the Federal 
army, above the rank of Captain, taken prisoners 
at Shiloh, have been released on parole for tho 
purpose of arranging a gemral exchango, the 
only stipulation being that Gen. Bucknor should 
be included. We fuel great fogrut that any of our 
brave Union officers should, by the chances of war, 
have been placed at tbe mercy of the insurgents, 
and onr most ardent wish is to see them with all 
possible speed restored to their homes or to their 
positions in the Federal army. But we protest in 
.tho name of Kentucky against the releass of Si 
man Bolivar Buckner upon any terms. The Sta‘e 
he has outraged, the homes be has re ndered deso- 
late, and tho families he has clothed in mourning 
for the loss of thrir cherished sons, all demand 
that this most notorious ingrate and cool, cautious, 
and com cions traitor should beheld until the close 
of the war, to bo then dealt with by the authori- 
ties of Kentucky. His release, as the effect of 
any ultimatum or stipulation which the insolent 
rebels maj r demend, would be a degradation worse 
than tho loss of a pitched battle. With the sic 
gle exception of David E. Twiggs, thero is no 
mai who should be held to a more strict responsi- 
bility than this Buikoer, for none of the traitors 
have been more calculating in their deigns, more 
fiendisU in earn ing them cut, or more utterly 
depraved in the use of means to accomplish thorn. 
He is tbe Catiliueef the Kentucky conspirator*; 
and, like bis inglorious prototype, meditated tbe 
expulsion of cur State Legislature, tho plunder of

Meyer is a shrewd, intelligent man, has strict 
command of his men, and great influence over 
them. Recently this gang have became quite 
bold, and soveral have been arrest* d The New 
Albany Ledger says it is also bdieved in the 
neighboihood that a man by the name of Elias 
Talley was one of tbe gang, and beiDg rather 
intemperate in his habits, whilst drunk would 
talk, and it was feared he would blab by the rest 
of the gang, Talley having made a promiso to 
he Kentucky (fibers to give information »s to 
tbe whereabouts of the stolen horses, and who 
stole them.

It is believed that 
Talley was murdered by Moyer’s order to prevent 
him from giving information against him aDd the 
balatco of the gang. Great excitement prevails 
in the neighborhoed, and steps are being taken by 
the citizens to have the whole gang arrested.

‘CIRCULAR.” 

Headquarters U. 8 . Forchsin Kentucky,) 
Louisville, Ky., June 9th, 1862. J 

The following irstructicns are issued for the 
guidance of officers in the cases specified: 

1. All peaceful and law-abiding citizens and 
residents of the State must be protected in their 
persons, property, and rights, but citizens and 
residents who join the so-called Confedera e forces, 
or gave them aid and assistance, or went within 
their lines withontlicense from (he proper authori- 
ties, and have returned or may return, and be re- 
pentant far their conduct, must report themselves 
to Col. Henry Dent, Provoit Marshal of Lonis- 
ville, Col. S. D. Bruce at Bawling Green, Major 
Brocht, Provost Marshal of Lexington, or Col. 
Noble atf Paducah, and furnish evidence of such 
repentance, and take the oath of allegiince aud 
give bonds with security for their fu'u*e good 
conduct, and if they fail so to report themsel ves, 
they must be arrested and committed to tbe mili- 
tary prison at Louisville, and sent thence to Camp 
Chase, with a statement of their caie, to await 
the action of the Secretary of War. 

2. All persons who organize or aid in organ- 
izing forces for the rebellion, or organize or aid in 
organizing guerillas, or harbor or conceal, or give 
information or assistance to guerillas, mu3t be 
arrested and dealt with according to military 
law. 

3. In times of trouble liko these, good, law- 
abiding men will refrain from language and con- 
duct that excites to rebellion. Fur anything said 
or done with the intent to excite to rebellion, tho 
offender must be arrested and his conduct re- 
ported, that he may bo dealt with according to 
law. 

4. When damage shall be done to the person 
or property of loyal citizens by marauding bands 
or guerillas, the disloyal of the neighborhood or 
counly will bs held responsible, and a military 
commission appointed to assess damages aud en- 
force compensation. 

5. AH arrests will b9 reported to these Head 
quarters, with a descriptive list of the prisoners, 
and a fall statement of tbe case, and the sub- 
stance of the evidence, and names and residences 
of witnesses.

To Ike Voters of U dham Coun'y, Kentucky : 
Gentlemen : I am exceedingly sorry that cir- 
cumstances render it necessary for me to resort 
to the publicati on of tbe fallowing fac‘8. I un- 
derstand ihat tho certificate of Mr. Win. G I’sy - 
lor has been obtained, and is now being circulated 
thre ugb the county, going to show thit I bad 
recommended the said Taylor, who is a eecesrion- 
i-t, to Judge Muir for tho appointment of Circuit 
Clerk; but a number of tbe people are not in- 
formed as to tho time when the letter was written 
by me to Judge Muir, or as to the contents of the 
letter. Now, lh*n. 1 deem it my duly to state 
tho following fact*, to which 1 challenge a 
den : al : 

In the winter of 1860, any Dtc9inber, before 
any State had pas.sid the ordinance of secession, 
and long before there was any organized party of 
hat character. Mr. Hopkins, our former Clerk, 
came to me at d said he was anxious to resign his 
ffi:e as Circuit Clerk, and that he could mike a 
good arrangement with Mr. Win. G. Taylor to 
take tho offics if Judge Miitr would appoint Tay- 
lor, and requested mo to wri‘e to Judge Muir on 
tho subject, which I did, and here is the contents 
of said letter : 

“Lagrange, December, 1860. 
Judge I* B. Muir — Dear Sir : Mr. Hopkins 
informs me that he is anxious to resign his office as 
Circuit Clerk, and ?ays that ho can tnak* a suita- 
ble arrangement wiih Mr. Wm. Taylor to take it. 
Mr. Taylor is a chver gentleman, a poor man, 
has a certificate of qualification, and I presume 
bis appointment wc u d give pretty general satis- 
faction. But Mr. Taylor is not one of us; there- 
fore you can uso your own discretion in making 
the appoin'ment. 

“Yours, &c.,' F. M. BARBOUR.” 

Now, then, these are the facts in tho case, and 
if denied I demand the production of tho original 
letter, which mud be in the p suasion of Taylor, 
as he never did .show it to Judge Muir. 

Fellow- citizens, recollect that this man Taylor, 
whoso certificate Judg4 Rxtman has beon showing 
around Ihe country, to get me into a dilemma, is 
the same secesh candid ite that Rodman voted for 
last August, four months after the rebellion broke 
oat, and when there was a regular organized se- 
c**h party wiih full tickets in the field.

Opposite Memphis, Juno 7, P. M f 
lion E. Af. Stanton , Secretary of War: 

Sir: Yesterday, after tbe engagement with the 
reSal fl»et had nearly terminated ard tbe gun- 
boats acd one of my ram? had passed below, 1 
was informed that a white flag had been raised in 
tho ci v I immediately sent my son. a medical 
cadet, Chap. R KUet, ashore with a flag of truce 
and the following note to the authorities 

“ Opposite Memphis, .June 6 —1 understand that 
the city of Memphis has surrendered. I there- 
fore send ray bod, with two U. S. flig 9 , with in- 
structions to raLo one upon the Custom houss 
and the other upon the Court-house, as ovidonco 
of the return of your city to the care and protec- 
tion of the Cone. it n i ion. 

“CHAS. ELLET, Jr , Commanding.” 

The bearer of tho fligs and th-i above note was 
accompanied by Lien t.- Col. Conkell, of the Fifty- 
ninth Illinois regiment, and sixty-two men of the 
boat guard. 

The following is the reply of the Mayor of the 
city: 

Memphis, June 6. 

Col. Chas. Filet , Jr., Commanding, etc.: 

Sir: Your note of this date i* received and the 
contents noted. Tho civil autbori ies of this city 
ire not advised of its surrender to the forcos of 
tbe United States Government, aud cur reply to 
you is rimply to state respectfully that we have 
no power to oppose the raising of the flags you 
have dine'ed to bs raised over the Custom-house 
and Poetcffice. JOHN PARK, Mayor. 

On receiving tlii reply the small party pro- 
ceeded to the poatcliice to' raise tho National fhg, 
and were there joined by tho Mayor. It is proper 
to say that tbe conduct of the Mayor and some of 
i be citizens was unexceptionable. The party was 
surrouidid by an excited crowd, using angry acd 
threatening Ungusge, but they ascended to tho 
top of Ihe po9t office and planted tbe flag, though 
fired upon several times and stoned by the mob 
below. Still I believe this conduct was reprobated 
by the people of staediug iu tho place; indeed, 
many evidences of an extensive Union feeling 
thero reach me.

To Hon. E. M. Stanton , Secretary -of War : 

Sir: There are sovertl facts touching the 
naval engagement of tbe 6 :h lost., at this place, 
which I wish to place on record : 

Approicbing Momphi’, the gunboats were in 
the advance. I had received no notice that a light 
was expected, but waa informed on landing within 
eigV miles (f Memphis that the cnotny’s gun- 
boats had retreated down the river. My first in- 
formation of the presence of the enemy waa a 
;hot which passed over mv boat. I had four of 
my most powerful rams in ths advance and ready 
for any eniorgency. The others were towing tho 
barges and advancing to the a: tack. 1 expected, 
of course, to be followed by th-> Monarch, the Lan- 
caster, and the Switzerland. . The Momarch came 
iu gallantly. Some of the officers of tho Lancas- 
ter, which now he'd the next place in the line, 
bccime excited ai d confined, but the engineers 
behaved well. The pilot erred in eignah and 
ducked the boat ashore and disublod her. 

The Captain of tho Swilzorlaud construed tho 
general cignal order to keep half a mile in the 
rear of the Lancaster to mean that he was to keep 
half a mile behind h**r in the engagement, aud, 
therefore, failed to pirt’cipate. H-.nce tbe whole 
brunt of the fight fell upon the Queen and Mon- 
arch. Had either the L incaster or Switzerland 
followed, as tho Monarch did, the rebel gunboat 
Van Djrn wotli not havo tscaped, and my fl ig- 
ship would not have been disabled. 

Three of tho rebel rams and puubjats, which 
were struck by my two rams, sunk outright and 
wore lost. The Gen. Price was but slightly in- 
jured, and I am njw raising her, and purpose to 
sand her to my tl.et.

Their retreat is almost 
by an impassable road, along which m iny wagons 
were left in tho woedi, and wagon loads of blan- 
ket?, clothing, and other equipments aro piled up 
in ail direcrions. 

During the evening many of the rebsls were 
killed by shells from a battery of General Stahl’s 
brigaded Gao. Ashby, who covered the retreat 
with his whole cavalry fores and three regiments, 
and who exhibited admirable skill aud braver;', 
woe among the killed.

Not be- 
being prepared to hold the place, he abstained 
from taking it, kr.owicg that a contest with the 
artillery and cavalry in the place would destroy 
ihe town. Having ascerdod to tho Waycawan 
river to a point ten miles above Georgetown, 
through a flee country, ar.d meeting no re-istarce, 
he brought < ff eighty negroes. The rebels were 
leaving their pl intariots, driving their negroes 
beforo thtm. 

One hundred and fifty rebel prisoner?, princi- 
pally of the Georgia Tfgora ard iho Twelfth Vir- 
ginia, captured at From Royal, were brought 
here to-day and transferred to tbu Provost Guard, 
by whom they were escorted to tha old capilol 
military prison. 

Information h?s been received ut the contract 
office of the Po?toflic3 Department which leads to 
lh« belief that all the mailt despitched from tbe 
East to tho Pacific coast, by ths overland route, 
via St. Joseph ucd P;acerville, between the fat 
and 23 i of April last, have been lost or detained 
by tbe depredations of the Indians at some point 
East of Silt L'.ke City ; and that the mails sent 
by tho s»mo route from the Pacific to the East, 
between Match 20th an 1 April 27; h, have also^met 
with a like detention, and from the same causo. 

This information ia given that correspondence 
within tho date3 mentioned may be duplicated g 
Mails aro for the present despatched from New 
York for the Pacific by steamer via Panama on 
the 1st, 8th, 16th and 24th of each month. An 
agent has been directed to go over the route from 
Sr. Joseph far the purpose of rtcjvering the 
miaoirg mails if practicable. 

St. Louis, June 10. 

James C. Heat man, Freiideut cf theSinitary 
Commis. ion, this morning read a despatch from 
Gen. Halltcb, stating that hundreds of women 
and children in that vicinity were in a starving 
condition, that their husbands and brothers have 
all been pressed into the rebel service and robbed 
c.f everything ard appealing to tho citizens of St. 

Mr. Yeatman 
road Gen. Halleck’s despatch before tbo Union 
Chamber of Commerce, and $2,000 worth of pro- 
visions were) immediately subscribed, and a com- 
mittee appointed to receive and collect food or 
money to buv it with. Similar proceedings were 
had at the old Chamber of Commercs, aud liberal 
lubicriptions of provisions aud money were made. 

Tbe citizens generally are also furnishing large 
lupplies of provisions, and from present appear- 
ances the hospital steamc Empress, which will 
leave for Pittsburg Landing to-morrow, will be 
heavily laden with food for tbe suffering South- 
erners. Contributions from other points, address 
ed to Brig. G*n. Cullum, Chief of Staff, will be 
propel 1 / distributed. Money is not required, as 
there are no provbi -ns in the countiy to purchase.
